Sieler- Maynard Duspersion 


Encounters Worst Blizzard of the Whole Season 


With an inquiry list of over three hun- 
dred Sigler & Maynard, of Indianola, Iowa, 
had every reason to believe that the local 
sales pavilion would have difficulty housing 
their guests on Monday, February 25th, 
when they were going to disperse their en- 
tire breeding herd of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle. Old man weather decreed otherwise 
and ordered out of the northeast one of the 
worst blizzards of the year, which swept 
down over Iowa from northeast to south- 
west burying the countryside beneath great 
drifts of snow that literally stopped every- 
thing for Sunday night and Monday fore- 
noon. 


The cattle had been brought to town 
and were comfortably housed in the pavil- 
ion as the winds howled and the snow 
drifted outside blocking all highways. Less 
than a dozen early arrivals constituted the 
sale crowd. Undaunted Messrs. Sigler & 
Maynard proceeded with the sale when as- 
sured that the scanty few could easily pur- 
chase the entire lot. When auctioneer J. 
E. Halsey went on the block the entire au- 
dience, local and otherwise perched on one 
lonely seat along one side of the arena. It 
took courage to open a sale under those 
conditions. Nevertheless the final outcome 
was quite satisfactory to the sellers and 
the buyers alike. 

The first cow in the ring was Lot 3, 
Blackcap Harrison 18th and her heifer calf, 
by Excelsior Marshall 5th. The bidding 


started after some lull at $50.00, and the 
battle was on. Quickly the price raised to 
$165.00 and this splendid matron, a daugh- 
ter of the International grand champion 
Blackcap Revolution passed to the owner- 
ship of Eggland Brothers, of Nevada, Iowa, 
who are gunning for outstanding females 
of right breeding. These young men took 
along her daughter, Balmera Blackcap 436- 
354, perhaps the smoothest cow in the of- 
fering at the next high price of $130.00. 
They also purchased Hatcher’s Pride by En- 
late Model 2d, at the third high price of 
$110.00. 


The Gillmore Brothers, of Highland, Kan- 
sas, gathered unto themselves several head 
at what looked like bargain prices. E. P. 
Hall, of Mechanicsburg, Illinois, was pres- 
ent, and selected a near carload of high 
class females at prices that appeared to be 
far below par. Mrs. Francis McCormick, of 
Media, Illinois, sat upon the seats and slip- 
ped in a few bids that proved successful as 
she secured a truck load of the good ones. 
Dell Wright of Sanborn, Iowa, took a nice 
pair of Erica cows, one with a bull calf at 
foot. The sixteen weanling heifers sold at 
prices ranging upward from $38.00 to 
$52.50 each in groups of four to local buy- 
ers. 

Within two hours the forty-seven head 
had been sold at the prices indicated in the 
appended iist which shows a highly satis- 
factory average as will be noted by the

Recording Over Aged Cattle 


The special rate for recording cattle over two years of age by members of the Asso- 
ciation at $5.00 each expires April 1st. 
which they expect to have recorded should send the applications to the office before April 
lst. These applications can be accepted after April 1st but the fee for recording same will 


be $10.00 each. 


During the months of November, December and January the office received 4579 appli- 
cations for registry and 2662 applications for transfer, which is more than double the num- 
ber received during the same period one year ago. This indicates the improved condition 
that prevails among the Aberdeen-Angus breeders. Inquiries received for information about 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle during the past few months have been greater than any time in 
recent years. Many of the inquiries received are for pure bred bulls of serviceable age. In 
several cases these are wanted in carload lots. If any breeders have this number of bulls 
for sale or know about a carload that can be assembled in a community they should write 
the Association office so that a contact can be made with these buyers.

Laddie was a pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
steer sired by Blackcap Eileenmere who 
was a real son of Garrett Tolan’s now fam- 
ous Hileenmere 32d that is producing so 
many outstanding calves, and he in turn 
was sired by the 1929 International grand 
champion Eileenmere 15th that later was 
sold trom the Strathmore herd to Congdon 
& Battles, of Yakima, Washington, where 
he died all too soon from the result of an 
accidental injury. The sire of this calf 
twice descends from the _ International 
grand champion Oakville Quiet Lad and his 
mother is a descendant of the famous Black 
Woodlawn through his great breeding son 
Erwin C. the 1913 International grand 
champion bull.
